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THE NEW U.S, REPRESENTATIVE TO THE UNITED NATIONS 
SPOKE OUT THIS WEEK ON AN ISSUE THAT CAUSED CONSIDERABLE 
BITTERNESS IN LAST YEAR'S GENERAL ASSEMBLY SESSION. VOA 
NEWS ANALYST FRED GALVAN HAS THESE OBSERVATIONS: 

VOICE: 

THREE YEARS AGO, IN 1973, THE U.N. GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
PROCLAIMED A DECADE FOR ACTION TO COMBAT RACISM AND 
RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, THE ASSEMBLY ACTED WITHOUT ONE 
DISSENTING VOTE FROM ANY MEMBER. BUT ALREADY, WITH THE 
TEN-YEAR PERIOD BARELY UNDERWAY, THERE'S ARGUMENT OVER 
WHAT SHOULD BE II:CLUDED UNDER THE TERM "RACISH". 

THE MATTER CAME UP LAST YCAR “HEN THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
ADOPTED A RESOLUTION WHICH EQUATED ZIONISIt WITH RACISM, 

THE UNITED STATES, OF COURSE, DISAGREED COMPLETELY WITH THAT 
DECISION, AND ARGUED FORCEFULLY AGAINST IT. NOW IT HAS 

COME UP AGAIN -- IN THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL OF THE 
U.N. WHICH IS DISCUSSING THE DECADE OF ACTION AGAINST RACISH 
AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, 

SPECIFICALLY, THE COUNCIL WAS DEBATING A RESOLUTION TO 
CONDEMN SOUTH AFRICA AND RHODESIA FOR THEIR RACIAL POLICIES. 
SEVERAL ARAB AND COMMUNIST MEMBERS OF THE FIFTY-FOUR NATION 
COUNCIL PRESSED TO HAVE ZIONISM INCLUDED IM THE CONDEMNATION. 

THIS BROUGHT A WARNING FROM THE NEW AMERICAN 
REPRESENTATIVE TO THE UNITED NATIONS, MR, WILLIAM SCRANTON, 
ABOUT THE THREAT TO THE INTEGRITY OF THE UNITED NATIONS ITSELF. 
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IN OUTLINING THE AMERICAN POSITION, AMBASSADOR SCRANTON 
MADE THE POINT THAT THE AMERICAN PEOPLE, THEIR CONGRESS AND 
THEIR PRESIDENTS OVER THE PAST THIRTY YEARS, HAVE NEVER 
CONSIDERED ZIONISH AS RACISi. 

IW FACT, IN THE TRADITIONAL AMERICAN VIEW, ZIONISI1 IS 
A MANIFESTATION OF NATIONAL FEELING BY A PEOPLE ENTITLED 
TO A HOHELAND. AND AS SUCH, IT IS AS JUSTIFIABLE 
AND UNDERSTANDABLE AS ARE OTHER NATIONALIST CONVICTIONS 
HELD, FOR EXAMPLE, BY THE NEW NATIONS OF AFRICA, INDEED, 
SECRETARY OF STATE KISSINGER, CURRENTLY TOURING AFRICA, 
HAS RECOGHIZED THAT CONCEPT I!: ITS AFRICAN DIMENSION 
REPEATEDLY. HE HAS SAID THAT THE UNITED STATES IS 
UNCOMPROMISINGLY COMMITTED TO MAJORITY RULE BY BLACKS IN 
RHODESIA AND THE REST OF SOUTHER! AFRICA. THAT COMMITMENT 
STEMS FROM THE LEGITIVIACY AND JUSTICE WHICH THE UNITED 
STATES ATTRIBUTES TO THE NATIONAL ASPIRATIONS OF BLACK 
AFRICANS. AND THAT, TOO, IS Wa¥ UP TO THE INJECTION OF THE 
ZIONISH ISSUE, THE UNITED STATES HAS BEEN A STRONG ADVOCATE 
OF THE MAJOR THRUST OF THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL'S 
DEBATE -- ITS CGiDENNATION OF SOUTH AFRICA'S AND RHODESIA'S 
POLICIES OF RACIAL SEPARATION. 

AMBASSADOR SCRANTON STRONGLY CONDEMNED THAT 
PRACTICE IN THESE TERMS: “WE FLATLY AND ABSOLUTELY OPPOSE 
APARTHEID, WE FIND THE PRACTICE ODIOUS ... A SYSTEN 
WHICH BRUTALIZES ALL THE PEOPLE OF SOUTH AFRICA -- BLACKS, 
COLOREDS, ASIANS AND WHITES, ITS REMAINS MY GOVERNMENT'S 
BELIEF," HE DECLARED, “THAT SOUTH AFRICA MUST BE EXPOSED 


TO RELENTLESS DEMANDS OF THE WORLD COMMUNITY UNTIL THIS 
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DEPLORABLE SYSTEM IS ERADICTED. OUR FEELINGS EXTEND 
BEYOND SOUTH AFRICA TO RACIAL DISCRIMINATION EVERYWHERE." 
BUT MISTER SCRANTON SAID THAT TO EQUATE ZIONISii WITH 
APARTHEID IS NOT ONLY UNJUST AND UNWISE, BUT ACTUALLY A 
THREAT AGAINST THE INTEGRITY AND THE VITALITY OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS ITSELF, AND MISTER SCRANTON WENT ON TO ILLUSTRATE 
HOW THE INJECTION OF THE ZIONIS!i ISSUE IN THE COUNCIL'S 
DEBATE ON RACISM ALREADY HAS ADVERSELY AFFECTED THE 
ORGANIZATION, THE UNITED STATES, HE SAID, WILL CONTINUE 
ITS PRACTICE OF NOT PARTICIPATING ANY FURTHER IN THE U.N, 
DECADE PROJECT UNLESS THE OTHER PARTICIPANTS DECIDE TO 
RETURN THE PROJECT TO ITS ORIGINAL PURPOSE -- A BASIS ONCE 
ACCEPTED BY A BROAD CONSENSUS. FOR ONLY THROUGH SUCH A 
CONSENSUS, HE SAID, CAN STABLE AGREEMENTS ON SUCH ISSUES AS 
RACISH BE REACHED, 
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
